I GRETH'S AIRSHIP 

I 

IS FORCED TO LAND AFTER 
TRAVELING 5 MILES. 

Tbe Machine for a Time Worked 
as if it Were Entirely Un- 
der Control. 

San Francisco, May 3. — Dr. Gretb 
to-day tried to make a trip to San 
Jose in his airship, but after travel- 
ing about five miles there was some 
slight disarrangement of the machin- 
ery and the aerial voyager was forced 
to make a landing. Dr. Greth was ac- 
companied by Engineer Frederick Bel- 
ciier. Dr. Greth was satisfied with 
the results of this experimlntal flignt 
because he accomplished a good deal 
more than on former occasions, and 
from it concluded that he Is working 
In tbe right direction. He went up 
atS;ioa. m., with tbe car attach- 
ed to a rop>e which held the mon- 
ster balloon from doing any damage 
to tbe neighboring houses as it start- 
ed toward the skies. 

When the rope was cast ofif Dr. 
Greth let his machine rise still high- 
er and then made a circular figure 
about a quarter ol a mile in circum- 
ference. It was evident to those be- 
low that he had the machine under 
control at the time, lor be circled 
about, stopped the engines, started 
them again, and then started off to 
tbe south St a high speed. Every- 
thing went well until the airship ar- 
rived over Blanken's slx-mile house 
on the San Bruno road. It was then 
going rapidly towards San Jose, but 
.something went wrong with tbe ma- 
chinery which caused the airship to 
stop. Tbe Inventor and the engineer 
tried to adjust the brake and then al- 
ter a pause tbe tans were started go- 
ing and the ship descended.

I Train Derailments. 

According to a consular report tiom 
Fiat kfort, Mr. Gehricke, a German 
railroad official, has patented an ap 
pliance to prevent the derailment ot 
railrcal trains It is clnimed that 
this invention will corsideiahiv de- 
crease the danger and damages in all 
cases of derailments, also those re- 
sulting from broken axles or tires. 

A rail is adjusted to the truck of 
the csr farailel with the axle, so that 
It is in a position acre si and about to 
I inches above the rails. Should aderail 
of the wheels take place these cross- 
rails will lie upon the rails of the 
track without letting the wheels 
touch the ground. The car will then 
drag along upon the crosa ralia and 
slowy atop the whole tiain, In order 
to break the force of the aettllng oi 
the car as much as pnsaible, the cross 
tails are so adjusted that they are as 
near as possible to the rails of the 
track, and ate, in addition, supplied 
with springs. The cross rails are al- 
S') supplied with projections under- 
ne.ith to prevent the car from leaving 
the track 

The advantages expected are that a 
derailed car will not be suddenly 
stopped, will not tall with undimin- 
ished force upon the rails of the track 
or upon the ties, and will not be 
dragged with the wheels upon the 
litter, but will he stopped slowly, the 
I cross rails acting ns brakes.

The persecution of Jews In Rursian

The vast majority of these immi- 
giants Lavr, of course, been exceed- 
ingly poor: they do not, it is true, 
come rinder the dr-5tgnatioa of pau- 
pers, but it is none the less a fact that 
provtrly and almost abject destitution 
sr: written plainly qq their careworn 
and hall-famlbhed faces. 

Is It well of the country to receivd 
i ia«tu?

That a large num- 
ber of OUr cit: 7 ens think it fa notpUln 
to al!. In large cities, in the manu- 
lactrsiing districts, in the coal region 
i ibt^ inroads made by these poor 
I ignorant foreigners who are will- 
ing and able to work for and to live on 
one fourth the pay needed by native 
born men and woman are looked on 
most unfavorably by our Amer.can 
citizens. 

There is undoubtedly good cause or 
this American sentiment, and a cause 
that rsgrrants a more stringent en- 
forcement of the law than is the cus- 
tom at present. It is a fact that the 
greater number of the immigrants 
wnu are now entering county are un- 
desirable. They not merely ignorant 
but from the environent In which 
tbep and their ancestors have lived 
fur centuries they are of a low order 
ot intelligence. These people never 
can be able to assimilate American 
principles, customs nor ways of con- 
sidering things. 

They lack the qua itles of striaght- 
firwardnesa and independence that 
essential to the American character. 
Tbey are powerlully built in many 
Cases, tbey ate not afraid of work 
because they have been used to man- 
ual labor all their lives, but much 
more than mere animal strength is 
needed now to make an American | 
citizen. 

It some means Could be devised, 
if these foreigners must be admilicii 
to the country, tbey could be :settled 
on the great farming lands ol the 
West and there made to engage in 
purely agricultural pursuits, then 
probably some ot the regret exper- 
ienced be toned down. But to allow 
them to come into and fill onr cltiea, 
to take the places of onr workmen and 
to gradually drive out of employment 
our own unrktiled labor cannot he 
tolerated, must not be allowed and 
should be prohibited. 

The Uws are strict now. The 
new laws embrace much more tban j 
the old ones, out atill they are not ' 
stict nor compeibensi ve enongh. 
Our American workinemen must b-r 
protected; the country la now aiiak'd 
with unskilled laborers. There is no 
room tor more. I
